Criticises Cleveland for the Indifference 
ofthe Administration. 


HE CALLS FOR RECOGNITION 


Declares That the Fighting Insurgents 
Are Patriots. ' 


IMPASSIONED SPEECH BY THE NEW YORKER 


United States, He Said, Should Make 


Known Its Position at All Odds. 
Editor Dana Spoke. 


New York, Noviaber 27.—W, Bourke 
Cockran delivered an impassioned address 
before an enthusiastic audience of Cuban 
sympathizers at Chickering hall tonight. 
The occasion was the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the execution at Havana of eight 
Cuban medical students, who were charged 
with having desecrated the grave of a 
prominent editor, an offense of which, 
years subsequently, they were found to be 


innocent. 

Hundreds of persons, men and women, 
congregated on Fifth averue near Chick- 
ering hall long before the place was opened 
at 7:30 o’clock. Before 8 o'clock every seat 
was taken and the eisles were packed. 

D. Lincoln de. Zayas presided. He spoke 
in Spanish and introduced Manuel Sanguil- 
ly, a brother of General Sanguilly, now 
confined in a Spanish prison, who also 
spoke in Spanish. : 

The audience was ut times enthusiastic, 
but it remained for W. Bourke Cockran 
to bring the patriotism of the throng to 
the fever point. 

Mr. Cockran critivised the indifference 
of the administrution to the Cuban situa- 
tion. He said this was a crisis where 
earnest words should*be spoken. While he 
might not speak in language of diplomacy 
he would, he said, speak the truth. 

It was not the sole purpose of the meet- 
ing to weep for the dead, but to gounsel 
for the living; to determine whether or 
not any obligations were imposed upon the 
United States government. He reviewed 
the story of the Cuban students. 

“A government,” he said, “that seeks not 
to prevent but to perpetuate such murders 
is a blot on creation and anarchy is found 
seated in the governmental ohair. The 
government that incites to murder will be 
seared in the blaze of indignant public 
opinion. 

“fT would not,” he continued, “criticise 
the government of Spain in Spain, but 
in Cuba. ‘ 

“Cuba hopes for American sympathy, and 
she is thus encouraged to take up arms 
for her emancipation, If we are to prevent 
those butcheries,” he said, “tet us declare 
our intention and let our position be 
known.” 

He hoped the government would interfere, 
not with a view to annexation, but for liber- 
ation alone, Then, when Cuba shall have 
tasted independence, she can meet us on an 
even footing and treat of annexation. 

At this point the applause was terrific. 
Men and women stood in their places and 
shouted, waving hats and handkerchiefs 
for more than a minute. 

Continuing, he said he would not aggran- 
dize our territorial possessions but would 
recommended action in the name of justice; 
and, for,Ged’s sake, act now! 

‘We will see Spain paid and an indemnit- 
ty granted in the interest of peace,” he de- 
clared. “I know this is not diplomacy, but 
diplomacy in the old countries is a system 
of spoliation and plunder. We have an op- 
portunity now to prove what can be done 
in a spirit of peace and unselfishness.” 

Hon. Charles A. Dana, of The Sun, was 
greeted with long applause. He said he 
could add nothing to what had been so ably 
said by Mr, Cockran. The United States 
had one hope for Cuba: “Viva Cuba libre?’ 
He also spoke in Spanish and aroused the 
audience to a pitch of intense enthusiasm. 

Enrique J. Varona and Dr. Enrique Bar- 
rem followed in Spanish, and the meeting 
closed at midnight. 


DOCK LABORERS’ STRIKE GROWS 


Ballot Is Now Being Taken and the 
Walkout May Become General. 
London, November 27.—Mr. Cathery, sec- 
retary of the Dock Laborers’ Union, stated 
in an interview today that the organization 
of the dock laborers in Europe was pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. A vote was being 
taken on the question of a general strike. 
Ballot papers from the various unions of 
England and the continent were com'ng 
in. If it was found that three-quarters of: 
the ballots were in favor of a general 
strike it would be had. He said that proba- 
bly a large majority of the dock laborers 
favored a strike, but they were going slow. 
The officials of the union here believed 
that the dock laborers in New York were 
sufficiently organized to prevent the dis-

He is not lacking either in ability 
or political sagacity, nor is he likely to do 
anything to wreck or injure his party.

KENTUCKY ELECTION RETURNS 
ARE BEING CONSOLIDATED. 


McKinley Gets Twelve of the Electoral 
Votes ‘and Bryan One—Repub- 
lican Plurality 281. 


Louisville, Ky., November 27.—The state 
canvassing board began its count of the 
presidential vote this morning. Governor 
Bradley was not present, his place being 
taken by Auditor Stone. The republican 
and democratic committees were represent- 
ed by attorneys. | 

The official count shows that Kentucky’s 
electoral voté stands 12 for McKinley and 1 
for Bryan. ,The footings give Kash, . the 
leading republican elector, 218,171 votes, and

990, a plurality of 281 for the republican.

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Nashville, Tenn., November 27.—(Special.) 
Two convicts, both under life sentences for 
murder, fought at the state penitentiary 
tonight, and as a result the life sentence 
of one has been served. 

Montague Davis, a mulatto, from Tipton 
county, about twenty-two years old, and 
Henry Smith, fifty-five years old, were the 
participants in a fight which ended in 
Smith’s death. Smith had been talking 
about Davis to other convicts and made 
statements that Davis considered slander- 
ous. Tonight while the convicts were at 
large in their cell room, Davis remonstrated 
with Smith, and after a few words they 
separated. It was not long, however, until 
Smith attacked Davis with a shoe knife 
he had filched from the harness shop where 
he -werked. Davis had a small pocket 
knife with which he defended himself, and 
cut Smith across the arm and in the right 
breast. The latter wound reached an ar- 
tery and Smith died before assistance 
reached him. 


VAPOR STEAM EXPLOSION EILLS 


New Orleans Machinist Hit by a Piece 
of Flying Metal. 

New Orleans, November 27.—Edward 
Gschwind, of the Bolannd & Gschwind 
Company, limited, foundry and machine 
shops, was killed today while putting a 
stationary engine in order. 

The follower head to which the piston 
rod is attached was taken from the engine 
and placed in a fire in order when heated 
to take off the rings and detach the fol- 
lower head. 

The follower head was hollow, which is 
unusual, The piece of machinery was damp 
and when sufficiently heated the dampness 


caused vapor steam to form inside the. 


head. In a short time a violent explosion 
followed. 

A large piece of the follower head struck 
Gschwind a terrible blow in the stomach, 
knocking him down, and from the effects 
of which he died in a few minutes. 


FIRST HANGING IN THE COUNTY 


Hatfield Will Be Executed at Sneed- 
ville, Tenn., Next Month. , 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 27.—(Special.) 
Marvill Hatfield, a murderer, is sentenced 
to be hanged in Sneedville, Hancock coun- 
ty, Tennessee, on December l6th, a few 
miles across the line from Lee county, Vir- 
ginta.

PASSENGER TRAINS ARE SHOW BOUND 


Snow Storm Swooped Down With Such 
Suddenness That It Caught the 
Railroads Unawares—Equals 
the Winter When 10 
Persons Were Killed. 


St. Paul, Minn., November 27.—The storm 
which has been: raging throughout the 
northwest for the past forty-eight hours ig 
the greatest that has visited this section 
Since the blizzard of January 12, 1888, in 
which 107 lives were lost. 

No lives are reported lost in this storm, 
but there is a complete blockade of traffic 
in northern Minnesota, North Dakota and 


portions of South Dakota. Trains into St. 


Paul from the west are from five to tan 
hours late or abandoned altogether. 

It is four degrees below zero here to- 
night with a terrific north wind blowing. 

At Moorhead, Minn., the blizzard has been 
on twenty-four hours and there is no pros< 
pect of abatement. Traffic :n the streets 
and all business is suspended. Nearly all 
passenger and freight trains are snowed in, 
‘but the Northern Pacific managed to move 


one passenger train tonight. , 


A northbound passenger on the Great 
Northern reached Moorehead an hour late 
this.morning. It stalled in the big drift 
Tight at the depot and had to be dug out. 


four passenger coaches across the river to 
Fargo. . ; 

The trains are unprovided with snow 
plows which render the engine almost help- 
less. The snow in some places is five feet 
deep. 

Grafton, N. D., reports the worst storm 
that eyer visited that section, and it ts 
driving the blinding snow at a terriffic 
rate across the prairies. It began Wednes- 
day evening. ' The Great Northern south- 
bound train, due here at 6:30 last night, 
is now at St. Thomas, fourteen miles north 
of Grafton. One of the engines reached 
here this afternoon, coming down for’ coal.

NOW BY WAY OF THE SEABOARD 


Probable That Southern and Seaboard 
Men Will Confer. 


RUMOR AS IT IS GIVEN OUT IN NEW YORK 


Rumored Combine Would Increase 
~ Competition To and From At- 
lanta—What Is Said of It. 


a — 


The report has been given out in the 
north that the purchase of the Roanoke 
and Southern road vy parties friendly to 
the Norfolk and Western means that the 
latter line is trying to get a connection with 
the Seaboard Air-Line system in order that 
it may get to Atlanta. To make connection 
with the Seaboard the NorfolR and West- 
ern would have to build from Salem-Win- 
ston, N. C., to Monroe or some other point 


on the Seaboard. 

At first glance this would not seem to be 
a good business proposition, as the two sys- 
tems are competitors on eastern and south- 
ern business, but it is said that the Nor- 
folk and Western wants to get another 
outlet into this territory. Now its business 
comes down by way of Bristol. It is a 
strong line from eastern interior and west- 
ern Pennsylvania and Ohio points for the 
business coming south. It has had trouble 
about getting what its traffic officials con- 
sider a fair exchange at Bristol and it is 
not a sacred secret that Major Henry Fink, 
president of the Norfolk and Western, has 
evidence that freight from the south 
routed by the shippers over his line by 
Bristol was diverted. It is a long story, 
but the Norfolk and Western people have 
not been satisfied for some time with the 
way in which certain business was being 
handled. If the line can reach down and 
touch the Seaboard at Monroe this would 
open up a strong line between Atlanta and 
GQhio, Pennsylvania and the interior east. 
It would be the strongest line from inte- 
rior points to the Carolinas. 5So there may 
be something in the speculation about the 
meaning of the purchase of the Roanoke 
Southern by friends of the Norfolk and 
Western. The following is the story pub- 
lished in The New York Mail and Ex- 
press: 

“The sale of the Roanoke and Southern, 
at Winston, N. C., yestercay, to interests 
identified with the Norfolk and Western, 
has greater significance than the sale of a 
line 120 miles long in a comparatively poor 
coumtry possesses. The property was bid 
in for $500,000, and it is said that it will soon 
be leased to the Norfolk and Western for 
a long term of years, perhaps in perpetui- 
ty. The road has been operated by the 
Norfolk and Western for some time as one 
of its divisions, and it extends from Roa- 
noke, Va., to Winston-Salem, N. C., a dis- 
tance of 122 miles. The object of the ac- 
quisition by the Norfolk and Western 
means that it is to play an important part 
in the extensions of that company, which 
have for its object the reaching of the cen- 
tral and important points. The present 
management of the Norfolk and Western 
is desirous of securing an entrance into 
Atlanta, ‘from which important center it is 
virtually shut out. The south main line of 
the company extends from Hagerstown, 
Md., to Bristol, Tenn., and at the latter 
point the East Tennessee, which is part 
of the Southern railway, begins and hauls 
the through cars to Chattanooga and to 


. New Orleans over the Queen and Crescent. 


The desirability of an entrance into At- 
lanta is very strong in the estimate of Nor- 
folk and Western interests, and it is pro- 
posed to attain that object by forming a 
close traffic alliance with the Seaboard Air- 
Line. , 

“In order to make this complete it will be 
necessary for the Norfolk and Western to 
do some building on its own account, and 
this it proposes to do in the very near fu- 
ture. The Roanoke and Sovwthern’'s terml- 
nus is at Winston. By building an exten- 
sion to Monroe, a divisional point on the 
Seaboard Air-Line, the desired connection 
can be made, and the Norfolk and West- 
ern will then be only 272 miles away from 
Atlanta. That the Seaboard Air-Line man- 
agement will see the mutual benefits from 
an alliance and will enter upon the same, 
is undoubted, if for no other reason than 
an outlet to the north and west is created, 
which will doubtless form a formidable ri- 
val for southern trade. The Seaboard Air- 
Line has some very interesting plans of 
development ahead, but a combination with 
the Norfolk and Western will serve to 
materially strengthen the strong strategic 
position it holds in the southern situation. 
It can well afford to haul Norfolk and 
Western trains from Monroe to Atlanta, 
because an interchange of business reveals 
the fact that the Ohio cities will be brought 
in contact with the south by a hew route, 
which virtually means another line from 
the west into Atlanta. 

“The consummation of the proposed plans 
is a matter of the near future. The Nor- 
folk and Western intends to be a stronger 
bidder for southern business, of which. At- 
lanta is the common distributing point, and 
to that end it proposes to work up exten- 
sions and connections.” 

It is true that the Seaboard Air-Line has 
“some very interesting plans of develop- 
ment ahead,” but the officials are not 
ready to divulge them yet. If the plans 
are carried out, they will come somewhat 
in the nature of a surprise and “will show 
that the Seaboard’s financial credit has 
been strengthened by sales of its stock at 
$125 a share. 

There are other interesting plans afoot 
by other roads nearer home. 

There is also some reason to hope that 
there. will be no renewal of the rate war 
between the Seaboard and the Southern. 
It is quite within the bounds of possibility 
for these systems to reach an adjustment 
of their differences which will be honorable 
and beneficial to the business interests of 
the vast territory which they serve. The 
Seaboard’s capacity to fight has been amp- 
ly demonstrated and the Souwthern’s re- 
sources are well known. 

The present pacific policy of the two sys- 
tems is working well for the interests of 
both, and if President Hoffman and Vice

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A PECULIAR ACCIDENT. 


The Passenger Train Could Not Be 
Stopped in Time. 3 

That was a peculiar accident which oc- 
curred on the Pennsylvania railroad be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia last 
Tuesday, mention of which was made in 
The Constitution of Wednesday. 

A freight train was running at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour toward New York. 
The Pennsylvania has four tracks between 
the two cities. Its passenger ‘trains use 
two tracks and the freight trains use -the 
ather two. This freight train was on a 
track adjoining the passenger tracks. 

As the train approached New Brunswick, 
an express train from Philadelphia came 
rushing on from behind. It was ten min- 
utes behind time and was running sixty 
miles an hour to catch up. 

Suddenly the coupler on one of § the 
freight cars broke and tthe. next instant 
the axle of a truck broke. This threw the 
car across the passenger track and piled 
up a number of freight cars on it. It was 
just getting dark. The passenger train 
was close behind but the engineer must 
have seen the freight car go off the track 
because he threw on his air brakes. The 
next instant almost the passenger locomo- 
tive plunged into the wreck. Both the en- 
gineer and the fireman were killed. Ail 
the cars on the passenger train, including 
three Pullmans, were derailed and some 
of them were thrown down a twelve-foot 
embankment, 

The engineer of the freight train did 
not notice the accident until his engine be- 
gan to spring forward, for it had been sud-

Introduction of Bills. 

Mr. Kyle introduced a bill into the house 
today to require ex-solicitors, judges, jus- 
tices of the peace and notaries public with 
the powers of justices of the peace, whose 
terms of offico have expired, to deliver to 
their successors in office, or the secretary 
of state, all books, records or other prop- 
erty belonging to the state which came into 
their possession by virtue of their office, 
and to provide a punishment for their fail- 
ure or refusal to deliver said property. 

Mr. Boulden introduced a bill providing 
that deputy and county solicitors shall be 
paid fees not to exceed $500, instead of 
salaries, as at present. 

Mr. Glover introduced a bill requiring all 
railroads in the state to build and main- 
tain a legal fence on each side of the 
right of way through which & track passes, 
and at road crossings and in cities to 
construct proper cattle guards. The bill 
proposes that the roads shall all be fenéed 


proposed act. Another bill, introduced. by 
the gentleman, provides for the collestion 
of damages by the owners of stock killed 
by any railroad by reason of the compa- 
nies failure to sustain a fence. Mr. Glo- 
ver’s bill provides that the fence may be 
of wood, wire or rails, but must be so 
constructed as to turn horses, mules, sheep, 
goats and thogs.

Byron loved flowers, and kept his rooms 
constantly decked with them.

In the later years of his Hfe he formed a 
great affection for dogs, and generally had 
some of them about him. A favorite one, 
on its demise, received the honor of a 
Byronic epitaph Many famous men have 
displayed a similar fondness for animals 
and in not a few instances the animal 
chosen has been of kind usually connected 
with household pets Cardinal Richelieu 
found amusement in a collection of cats. 
The poet Cowper tamed hares and spent 
much of his time feeding and fondling 
them Goethe made friends with an ani- 
mal of a far less inviting description. It 
is related of him that he rarely passed a 
day without bringing from a chimney ccr- 
ner a live snake, which he kept there, end 
caressed it like a bosom friend. Hardly a 
more agreeable form was taken by Rem- 
brandt, who became devoted to an ape. 
When he heard of this animal's death he 
was so overcome with grief that he in- 
troduced its figure into a group he wae 
then engaged upon of a noble family.

CHRISTIAN CHURCH COMPLETES 
ITS EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL. 


Body Will Meet In Sandersville Next 
Novem ber—Their Work This 
Year Has Been Successful. 


Athens, Ga., November 27.—(Special.)— 
After an interesting session of four days 
the eighteenth annual session of the con- 
venticn of the Christian church of Georgia 
closed last night.

Treisurer—John M. Cooper, of Atlanta. 

The state evangelist, E. L. Shelnutt, who 
made such a splendid record during the 
last year, has consented to serve in the 
same capacity during the ensuing year. In 
addition to his services, the convention 
also took steps looking to securing the 
service of J. A. L. Romig, who held a 
great meeting in Maccn two years ago, or 
some other evangelist to work in Georgia 
at least six months of the year. 

The twork. of the organized society of 
missions among the women of the state 
has proved to be especially gratifying as 
ail the reports showed. These ladies are 
planning to secure the services of C. A. 
Young, of Ann Arbor, Mich., who will, 
during two months of the coming year, con- 
duct a Bible chair work in the University 
cf Gecrgia. This is a temporary arrange- 
ment and the movement looks to the es- 
tablishment of a permanent Bible teach- 
ing class in the university.

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The Movement of Gold. 

Let us refrain, ‘brethren, from “agita- 
ting” the silver question. It is true 
that the gold monometallists continue 
to “agitate,” but, uhder the cincum- 
stances, they are supposed to be privi- 
leged characters.

, Dr. Abbott and the Declaration. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott created something 
of a sensation in his Brooklyn pulpit 
last Sunday morning by endeavoring to 
controvert the old established principle 
of the declaration of independence that 
all just power is derived ffom the con- 
sent of the governed. 

On what passage of scripture the elo- 
quent divine based his negation of this 
vital principle of free government does 
not appear from the meager telegraphic 
reports of his sermon. That his start- 
ling declaration, however, was in the 
nature of a bombshell and. that his con- 
gregation listened with rapt astonish- 
ment to the strange gospel that fell from 
his lips, is abundantly proven by the ex- 
traordinary language’ of the charge it- 
self. 

Said Dr. Abbott: 

Our national experience thas not sus- 
tained the principle that all just power 
is derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned. On the contrary, that principle 
has frequently been reversed, 

‘It is rather late “in the course of human 
events” for the declaration of indepen- 
dence to be arraigned before the Ameri- 
cau people on the charge of con- 
taining in its familiar verbiage a state- 
ment which is altogether false in the 
principle which it asserts. More than a 
hundred years ‘have elapsed since the 
pen of Thomas Jefferson framed that 
immortal instrument; and upon the doc- 
trines which it aflirmed the battles of 
the American revolution were fought 


at least four years, what may be called 
the gold question becomes important. 
This question, however, bears no re- 
lation at this time to any effort that has 
been or may be made to get rid of the 
gold standard; but relates solely to the 
movement of gold. This movement is 
worth considering because gold is our 
standard of value, and its shipment 
hither and yonder has an undeniable in- 
fluence on tha course of prices, and, 
therefore, on the prosperity or lack of 
prosperity of the people of this country. 

One of the most important announce- 
ments since the election of Mr. McKin- 
ley is to the effeet that arrangements 
are now on foot to establish the gold 
standard in India. Another announce- 
ment equally as interesting is that Rus- 
sia has absorbed and is still absorbing 
every dollar of the increased gold pro- 
duction of the world, and is likely to 
call for more. 

Of course there are those who are 
ready to remark glibly that the move- 
ment of gold about from country to 
country produces no effect whatever, 
since the gold is still in existence per- 
forming its functions as a money stand- 
ard. But if this is true why do the 
bankers of New York, big and little, be- 
gin to feel skittish when our own gold 
supply is going abroad? If it amounts 
to nothing, why should the expert edi- 
tors and financiers smell danger in it? 
If it is merely an ordinary trade trans- 
action, why should the London bullion- 
ist write gloomily in regard to the pros- 
pect when Russia begins to draw gold 
out of the bank of England, and when 
the home government begins to supply 
India with the precious metal? 

At this very moment an exchange in 
New York city composed of some of the 
largest bankers, is engaged in loaning 
money to England to prevent a decline 
fn the London markets, which would re- 
sult in a drain of gold from this country 
and a further issue of bonds. Mean- 
while, this situation promfses soon to 
show developments that will not tend to 
increase hilarity over the election of 
Mr. McKinley. 

It is given out from London that the 
Bank of England is ready at any mo- 
ment to raise its rate of discount, which 
will transfer the demand for gold from 
England to the United States. This is 
what happened when Austria was ac- 
cumulating gold for the purpose of 
changing its monetary standard. Nearly 
every ounce of gold that went into the 
Austro-Hungarian treasury came from 
the United States; and it is likely we 
ghall see the same process repeated 
when Russia insists on drawing gold, 
and when Great Britain establishes the 
gold standard in India. The recent de- 
cline in the price of silver was due to 
the knowledge of London bankers that 
preparations were under way for estab- 
lishing the gold standard in India. 

It is probable that the New York bank- 
ers can prevent the shipment of gold 
abroad until after McKinley’s inaugura- 
tion; but when the demand for gold 
falls too heavily on the Old Lady of 
Threadneedle street, she is sure to call 
the attention of customers to the fact 
that it is an easy mattter to get their 
supply from the United States tredsury. 

Now these are matters that may be 
referred to without promoting what the 
eastern brethren call “silver agitation,” 
for if all the world were to begin to “agi- 
tate” at this moment, the “agitation” 
would have not a particle of effect on 
the movement of gold and the results 
that are Nkely to follow. These things 
are matters that Mr. McKinley and his 
advisers, and the republican congress 
will have to consider and deal with in 
their proper order, and at the proper 
time—that is to say, when the emergen- 
cy arises from time to time. 

We now have what the bankers are 
pleased to call “international money” 
and on the party which the people have 
indorsed will devolve the responsibility 
of finding some means of preventing our

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and the fabric of owr constitutional free- 
dom was subsequently reared. 

It is not to be supposed that our dem- 
ocratic forefathers were so indifferent 
to the language of the declaration of in- 
dependence as to allow that instrument 
to pass into history without a rigid 
scrutiny of every syllable which it con- 
tained. ‘Not only its doctrines, but even 
its phraseology received the most care- 
ful comsideration, and when the names 


of the signers were subsequently affixed 


to it, after only a few trivial alterations, 
it became the adopted language first of 
the signers themselves and then of the 
American people, who ratified it amid 
the blazing of bonfires, 

Surely Dr. A'‘bbott must have been la- 
boring under some peculiar jrritation 
when he sounded such a harsh note in 


“his pulpit last Sunday. ‘His assault up- 


on the declaration not only calls into 
question the wisdom of our forefathers, 
but it denies one of the cardinal princi- 


ples which our government has success- 


fully maintained for more than a hun- 


dred years. The position which Dr. Ab- 


bott assumes does him a very great in- 


justice. That he is a loyal patriot every 


one who knows him must admit, and yet 
the language which he employs in deal- 
ing with the declaration is by no means 
a proof of his sturdy Americanism. Had 
Dr. Abbott been on the scene of action 
during the time of the revolution it is 
safe to presume that he would not only 
have cheerfully affirmed the doctrine 
which he now assails, but that his pa- 
triotic arm would have battled for it in 
the grim trenches. 

In support of bis charge against the 
declaration Dr. Abbott cites the recent 
Chicago riot. Says the Brooklyn dli- 
vine: 


When we faced the rioters at Chicago, 
who demanded that we govern them 
only with their consent, that was Amer- 
ica’s answer to the declaration that 
government rests on the consent of the 
governed. It still stands in the declar- 
ation of independence, but we no longer 
believe in it, nor in the philosophy on 
which it is founded. 


Dr. Abbott commits ‘himself to a very 
rash proposition in making the above 
statement. The principle of the declar- 
ation does not require the consent of 
every man governed but only of a ma- 
jority. If the consent of every man 
was required it would be impossible to 
enforce the criminal statutes or punish 
a single violator of the law. 

In still further defense of his position, 
Dr. Abbott cites the withdrawal of the 
southern states from the union in 1861. 
When the south seceded it was not in 
protest agaimst the majority rule, but in 
affirmance of the doctrine of secession, 
She recognized the right of the majority 
to govern within the limits of the union, 
and in order to preserve her institutions 
she resorted to the act of secession, only 
to re-establish the majority rule within 
the limits of the confederacy. 

Instead of reversing the principle of 
the declaration therefore, our national 6x-

Is It Hid Out? 

If this end of the country is not per- 
mitted to participate in the great pros- 
perity boom recently announced, may it 
not be permitted to peep through the 
keyhole at the affair and thus, as it were, 
feast its eyes on the extraordinary phe- 
nomena? | 

‘We are not discounting the promises 
of the republicams that they propose to 
inaugurate an era of prosperity when 
they have the opportunity. The people 
have had faith in these promises and 
have indorsed them, but the republicans 
have not yet had an opportunity to carry 
out these promises. That opportunity 
will come to them only when Mr. Mc- 
Kinley is inaugurated. It would fll-be- 
come us, therefore, to say that the re- 
publican programme is a failure even be- 
fore it is put initto operation. 

The republican promises are one thing, 
but the declaration that the ‘mdorse- 
ment of the gold standard has already 
restored prosperity is another and quite 
a different thing. It is a matter to in- 
vestigate, and all our investigations fail 
to show any substantial improvement 
in the situation. The general tendency 
of prices is downward, and the ten- 
dency of sterling exchange is to rise to 
the gold-shipping point. The railways, 
which are peculiarly sensitive to busi- 
ness conditions, show decreased earn- 
ings all along the line. Bighty railroads, 
canvassed by The Railway Age, say that 
not only has business not picked up 
since the election, but in parts of the 
south and west is distinictly worse. 
Under these circumstances, it is natur- 
al that we should ask the bDigh and 
mighty brethren to take us by our lily- 
white hand and show us some evidence 
of the tremendous “boom” which they 
announced a week after Mr. McKinley's 
election. If the place where this “boom” 
is kept is to be regarded as a secret, we 
promise in advance not to tell. But we 
are eaten up by curiosity to know where 
it is and how it looks. 

The Rapid Increase of Divorces. 
In the current issue of The Century 
Magazine Marion Crawford deals in a 
spicy manner with the subject of divorce 
laws in this country and shows that 
the number of marriage contracts year- 
ly annulled by the courts is rapidly 
increasing. 

Says the popular American writer: 

Twenty-five or thirty years ago di- 
vorces ‘were so rare as to be regarded in 
the light of very uncommon’ exceptions 
to the general rule. The divorce law 
itself it not yet forty years old in Eng- 
land, nor twenty years old in France. 
In Italy there is no civil divorce what- 
ever at the present day, and the Cath- 
olic church only grants what are not 
properly divorces, but annullations of 
marriage, in very rare cases, and with 
the greatest reluctance. 

Even in America every one can re- 

member how divorce was spoken of and 
thought of until very recently. Within 
a few years it was deemed to be some- 
thing very like a disgrace, and certainly 
a profoundly cynical and immoral pro- 
ceeding. Today we can most of us 
count in our own acquaintances half a 
dozen persons who have been divordéed 
and been married again. 
The truth of the foregoing statement 
is emphasized by the records of our own 
local courts. Almost daily sensational 
suits are filed revealing a most deplor- 
able condition of affairs and showing 
plainly the need of radical legislation 
on this important subject. The busi- 
mess of the courts is very greatly im- 
peded on account of divorce litigation, 
and unless some check is speedily ap- 
plied there is no telling what the result 
will be.

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Receivers of Merchants Bank Amend 
Their First Propositien, 

CAPITAL CITY BANK DECLINES 

Important Action Was Taken by the 
Receivers Last Night. 

FIRST PAYMENT TO BE MADE NEXT MONTH 


Those Who Refuse To Withdraw Suits 
Will Not Participate in the 
$50,000 Fund. 


The receivers of the Merchants’ bank 
took important action last night in regard 
to the payment of its creditors holding 
claims against the bank. 

The arrangement which was made sev- 
eral days ago by which the creditors were 
to be paid in full of all amoynts that were 
justly due, was made on the condition that 
all suits which had been entered against 
the bank would be withdrawn. 

Yesterday the Capital City bank, a 
creditor in the sum of $5,000, refused to 
agree to the conditions of the proposition 
submitted by the receivers, and it became 
necessary that another arrangement be 
made which would bind the makers of the 
notes which had been placed with the 
bank to secure the additional $50,000 of 
assets. 

At the meeting held last night in the 
office of the president of the bank, the first 
proposition was amended so as to change 
the conditions regarding the withdrawal 
of all suits. The amendment makes the 
notes binding so far as concerns all cred- 
itors who have not brought suit, and those 
who have brought suit who will withdraw 
their suits before December 15, 1896. 

It was decided by the receivers that the 
$50,000 guarrantee fund is to be used only 
in paying those creditors who have not 
brought suit and those who have, but will 
withdraw their suits against the bank. 
Those who have brought suit, end will not 
accept the proposition of the receivers by 
withdrawing their suits, will not share in 
the $50,000 fund that has been secured the 
bank, and no portion of the notes given 
by the directors is to be used in making a 
payment to any creditor who has filed suit 
who does not withdraw it by December 
15th. 

The original proposition made to. the 
creditors a few days ago by the receivers 
in regard to the paynent of their accounts 
will be adhered to, and the first payment 
will be made on December 15th, and re- 
ceivers’ certificates for the remainder will 
be issued, bearing interest at the rate of 
4% per cent per annum, dating from Oc- 
tober 16th, the day the bank closed its 
doors. 

Capital City Bank Refuses. 

The Capital City bank, which is a cred- 
itor of the Merchants’ bank to the extent 
of $5,000, yesterday announced that it would 
not accept the proposition made by the 
receivers to the creditors, based upon the 
withdrawal of all suits or litigation that 
had been filed. 

On October i4th the Capital City bank 
cashed New York exchange for Cashier 
Farrar for $5,000. Payment was refused the 
check by the New York bank, and the 
Capital City bank then attached the funds 
in the New York bank which were to the 
credit of the Merchants’ bank, amounting 
to about $14,000. 

“We will not accept the proposition made 
by the receivers of the Merchants’ bank,”

said Mr. Haas’yesterday. “‘We have at- 
tached $14,000 in the National Bank of the 
Republic, in New York, and decline to with- 
draw the attachment.

The largest creditor of the Merchants’ 
bank—a Boston bank represented by At- 
torneys Payne & Tye—was among the first 
to accept the proposition of the receivers, 
and gave notice that its suit would be 
withdrawn upon the conditions named in 
the proposition. 

Receivers Take Action. 

For awhile yesterday it looked as tf the 
plan to pay the creditors in full would fall, 
but at a meeting of the receivers last night 
the first proposition was amended as to 
secure the $50,000 fund, all creditors to par- 
ticipate in the fund except those who re- 
fuse to withdraw sults against the bank, 

The receivers were enthusiastic over 
their work last night and announced that 
the bank would be able to meet its every 
Obligation. . 

The amendment to -the first proposition 
made by the receivers is as follows: 

“Georgia, Fulton county: Whereas, the 
notes referred to in the annexed contract 
have not yet become binding upon the par- 
ties thereto, for the reason that ‘all suits 
or legal actions now begun against the 
Merchants’ bank or its receivers’ have not 
been withdrawn. 

‘Whereas, said notes will not become 
binding because some of the parties decline 
to withdraw suits already brought at the 
date of said contract; and, 

‘‘Whereas, the undersigned are anxious 
to protect all the creditors of the Mer- 
chants’ bank who have not and do not 
bring suits or legal action against said 
bank or its receivers as well as those who 
shall withdraw before December 15, 1896,

Dr. Spalding Tells the Council What 
the Owners of the Markham 
Site Will Do. : 


The city solons are busy scheming to 
overcome the difficultties which have pre- 
| sented themselves over the payment of 
| eity school teachers. 
| An extra appropriation of $2,000 will be 
| required to keep the schools open until 
December 24th, the usual closing time. Un- 
less this money can be raised the schools 
will have to be closed, as the appropriation 
is already nearly exhausted on account of 
the increased force of teachers, made nec- 
essary by the growth of the schools. 

A-conference was held yesterday morning 
in the mayor’s office between all the mem- 
bers of the finamce and street committees 
and the mayor. The situation was debated 


majority of those present agreed that if it 
Was possible to do. so the $2,000 that is nec- 
essary in addition to the regular school 
appropriation should be given to the board 
of education for the payment of teachers, 

There were two or three votes against 
this on the ground that expenses had al- 
ready been heavy for the city and should 
not, in justice to the taxpayers, be in- 
creased. Mayor King and Chairman In- 
man, of the finance committee, and the 
chairman of the street committee were ap- 
pointed a committee of three to look into 
the matter and see if the appropriation can- 
not be taken out of the contingent fund 
or from some other source. 

The sentiment against closing the schools 
the last two weeks in December is very 
strong if it can be prevented. 

Several of the city fathers who attended 
the conference today were seen after the 
meeting and they all took a hopeful view 
of the situation and expressed the belief 
that it was possible to raise enough money 
from the city treasury to keep the schools 
open until the day before Cha@stmas. 

Plans for a Public Market. 

At the same conference the proposition 
| to comvert the old Murikham house site 
into a central public market was consid- 
ered. The chairman of the market com- 
mittee, Councilman Hutchison, was pres- 
ent, and so was Dr. R. D. Spalding, the 
managing owner of the Markham house 
praperty. , 

Dr. Spalding, speaking for Mrs. Gramling 
and the other owners of the Markham 
house lot, said that the owners were ready 
to do any fair and reasonable thing that 
the council should as. 

They are willing, he said, to lease the 
property to the city or to sell it or to 
build a public market house themselves 
and Manage and conduct the market on 
their own responsibility provided that the 
city would oes such legislation in the way 
} of regulating ordinances as would protect 
them from unusual competition. 

Dr. Spalding explained to the council 
members the way public markets are man- 
aged in other cities. He said that In mar- 
ket cites all stores and meat markets 
which sold the same articles were obliged 
to close during certain hours of the morn- 
ing. Dr. Spalding asks the same privilege 
from the city of Atlanta. 

No action was taken in regard to the 
matter, but many of the councilmen are 
strongly in favor of a public market for 
Atlanta and consider the Markham house 
site an ideal place for such an institution, 

A great many citizens have importuned 
the members of the general council to act 
favorably upon the market scheme and 
many believe that the city will agree to 
one of Dr. Spalding’s three propositions. 

From some sources there is considerable 
opposition to the scheme and those op-

LORD BYRON’S GENIUS. 


It Is Beginning To Take a Fresh Hold 
| Upon the World. 
From The New York Mail and Express. 

The present revival of interest in the 
products of Byron's resplendent genius 
should be encouraged by all who seek a just 
estimate of this great poet’s claracter, and 
especially an accurate and adequate valu- 
ation of his literary achievements. Of 
Byron's personality thefe is nothing new 
to say, at this time, but of his poetic tal- 
ents and triumphs too much cannot be 
said. We shall not refer to his capricious 
and often vicious extremes of conduct; his 
unsavory personal life; his wanton moods 
and tempestuous passions; his hapless 
marriage, his sad Hfe and sadder death, 
But his prodigies of poetic conception and 
exception will increasingly excite surprise 
and detigiht. 

It is certain that the true picture of 
Byron has yet to be drawn. This task is 
to tempt and try the critical Judgment and 
genius of some future Macaulay or Carlyle. 
His works have now sufficiently emerged 
from the lumd shadow of his volatile and 
perplexing personality, which seemed 50 
long to haunt and guard them, to admit 
of an impartial and unprejudiced verdict. 
But whose shall be the master hand to 
wreathe his brow with a fresh chaplet out 
of just and generous laurels? Moore's life 
is a tong and labored apology for his mem- 
ory, and Macaulay’s elegant critique simply 
eatches the current of his life in the un- 
sympathetic refiection of a frozen stream 
tinged with sunset hues. But neither af- 
fords original views, nor gives, what Byron 
eould have so admirably given of another 
equally worthy, a full-length portrait, vig- 
orously distinct and set tn his own brilliant 
imagery as in a frame of gold. 

What a marvelous combination of start- 
ling céntradictiors! He was a compound 
of Venus and Vulcan, of Apollo and Satyr, 
of favorite and football of destiny. He has 
been denounced as insincere. But when in 
sleep he ground his teeth to pieces, his 
gnashing anguish was surely real. His 
splendid, though morbil poem, “The 
Dream,” is es sincere as if it had been 
penned in blood. His farewell to Lady 
Byron, the original of which is still extant, 
is blurred and blotted with tears. He af- 
fected indifference to civilization and the 
advancement of humanity, and yet he 
loaned his money and lost his life in at- 
tempting to promote them. He often revil- 
ed revealed religion, and yer faithfully read 
his Bible and made up tn superstition what 
he lacked in faith. He professed tu despise 
public opinion, but when The Edinburgh 
Review sought to crush him like a worm, 
he rose like a fiery, flying dragon. The fact 
is that he was too pervious to assaults 
which were beneath his notice. Ebenezer 
Eliiot said that “he would have gone into 
hysterics thad a tailor laughed at him.” 
This is an exaggeration. Shelley more 
truly gives us the key to his character 
when he says: “The thought that he was 
greater than his kind had struck, me- 
thought, his eagle spirit blind by gazing 
at its own exceeding light.” 

In his contempt for shams he overlooked, 
or rather underlooked, the sublime reality. 
He selected religion as the only target 
worthy of his polished shafts; he should 


have found there the shelter of his soul

In a cold, desolate, moonlesa and starless 
night, ‘the challenged the world to combat.

Volcanic fires raged at the base of his 
being, and the collected shows of wintry 
selfishness threw a paralyzing chill upon 
the summit of his nature.

A Monument Recently Unveiled to 
Grimm Brothers in Germany. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

A few weeks ago, at Hanau, Germany, a 
monument to Jacob and William Grimm, 
writers of the fairy tales with which chil- 
dreh the world over are familiar, was ded- 
ica ted. 

Hanavu is an ancient. city, located in the 
state of Hesse-Nassau, and is ten miles 
east of Frankfort-on-the-Main. It is a 
quaint and interesting city, with a popula- 
tion of about 25,000. Like Frankfort, it 
borders on the fiver Main. The Grimm 
brothers were borm in Hanau, Jacob Lud- 
wig, the eldest, January 4, 178, and Wil- 
liam Karl, February 24, 178.

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‘THEY HAD BEEN OUT BIRD HUNTING 


Authorities Believe It Was Accidental 
—Walker Locked in the 
Station House. 


‘While out hunting last Wednesday Dock 


4 Walker, a young white boy, fifteen years 


of age, shot and mortally wounded Herbert 
‘Harris, twelve years old, near Buckhead, 
five miles from the city, on the Peachtree 


| road, 

As a result of his wound, young Harris 
died at his home in Buckhead Thanksgiving 
night. His fathcr is W. R. Harris, who is 
the proprietor of a store in that vicinity. 
Walker is a son of Cicero Walker, who 
lives. at the same place. 

Coroner Paden held an inquest over the 
body yesterday morning, and the jury 
brought in a verdict recommending that 
Walker be held for an investigation by 
the grand jury. He was therefore placed 
under arrest yesterday afternoon by County 
Officer Connolly, and locked in the station 
house on the charge of murder. 

The details of the shooting are not known, 
with the exception of the statement of the 
youthful murderer. It ts believed, though, 
it was an accident, as there was no known 
enmity -between the two boys. 

The youths left their home early last 
Wednesday morning. They disappeared 
through the fields north of Buckhead. Har- 
ris carried a winchester; walker was armed 
with an old musket. 

“I Have Shot Herbert.” 

It was about 4 o’clock that afternoon that 
Mr, -Harris, sitting on his front porch, was 
surprised to see Dock Walker running 
toward him greatly excited. 

“T have shot Herbert,” he said, “and he 
is lying in the road just around the 
curve.” 

In ar instant Mr. Harris had accompanied 
Walker to the prostrate form of his son, 
within a stone’s throw of his home. The 
little fellow was lying on the ground moanh- 
ing. A frightful hole in his right side indi- 
cated the track of the deadly load of bird 
shot. 

The injyred boy was carried into his 
home and physicians hastily summoned. 
Every pvussible ‘effort was rade to save 
his life, but without avail. About 8 o’clock 
Thursday night he died, saying ag he 
breathed his last hreath that Walker had 
shot him accidentally. : 

Says It Was An Accident. 

When seen fn his cell at the station 
house last night, young Walker made the 
following statement: 

“Herbert and I had been out hunting all 
day, and. were coming home about 4 o’clack 
in the afternocn. He was walking on my 
left, and I was carrying my gun on my 
left arm. The trigger was cocked and the 
muzzle was pointed toward him. 

“Suddenly the gun went off. How the 
trigger was. pulled, I don’t know, but I 
suppose it caught in some way in my 
trousers. I heard Herbert cry ‘I am shot,’ 
amd he fell to the ground, with the blood 
slowly running from a wound in his side, I 
then ran to Mr. Harris’s home and told 
Rim of what had happened.

January opened ait 7.58, declined to 
7.54, and then became firm, advancing to 
7.67 and closing at about the best ote the 
day with the tone steady. The immediate 
cause of the advanee was the covering of 
frightened shorts. We hope the improve- 
ment will hold and continue, but the bulls 
have had a very severe lesson lately, and 
we fear that whenever the short interest 
shall have covered ‘the buying power will not 
be found sufficient to prevent a set back. 
At all events we advise our friends not to 
be too sanguine under the present condi- 
tions of the market. We decidedly favor 
the taking of profits, whenever they can be 
had upon any long contracts.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Quiet and Very Irregular, Some Clos- 
‘ing Lower, Some Higher. 

New York, November 27.—Stocks were 
quiet and very irregular today. Operators 
generally were disposed to hesitate until 
the president’s message is sent in to con- 
gress, and commission houses complained 
of a lack of orders. Room traders were 
bullish and bearish by fits and starts, but 
their operations were om a much smaller 
scale than of late. In the early dealings 
the tendency was downward on account 
of lower cables from London, the general 
expectation that the St. Payl and Burling- 
ton and Quincy statements, now due, will 
be unfavorable, and an advance of %c in 
the posted rates of sterling exchange to 
34.84 and $4.87%. The industrial group 
scored the heaviest losses at this time. 
Consolidated Gas dropped 3% to 161%. The 
directors at their meeting today declared 
the usual quarterly dividend of 2 per cent. 
This was a disappointment, as the declara- 
tion of an extra 10 per cent had been look- 
ed for in some quarters. The managers, 
according to official statements, did not 
consider the question of consolidating with 
the other local companies. This was also 
a disappointment, and led to liquidations.

It i$ estimated that the bull interest in 
American Spirits has accumulated over 
75,000 shares im the last few weeks.

Dun & Co.,s Review. 

New York, November 27.—R. G. Dun & 
Co. will say tomorrow in their weekly re- 
view of trade: 

“When the rush of crders after the elec- 
tion Slackened many began to think business 
dwindling. But subsidence of deferred 
orders is not decrease of business. Dis- 
appointment is observed in the iron and 
steel industry, because various combina- 
tions have been and aro now retarding 
orders by prices which buyers believe can- 
not be maintained, and the same is true 
in boots and shoes and in few branches of 
of textile goods. But business is on the 
whole enlarging, and the employment of 
many more hands will extend purchasing 
power. The settlement of the window 
glass controversy, starting many thousand 
hands, and the collapse of some important 
iron commission, with the same effect, 
gave promise of more business. Gladly 
speaking, the gain has been greater than 
anybody expected and it is not surprising 
if a small part of it is in excess of the 


‘present consuming demand. : 


“Reports from all parts of the country 


show clearly the enlargement of trade, not 
at all points in the same branches, but 


everybody helped bya more confident feel- 


ing. Monetary difficulties have vanished 
as if by magic and banks with an un- 
comfortable large supply of idle money are 
hunting borrowers, as the borrowers were 
recently hunting lenders. Enormous gains 
in bank deposits $37,000,000 in two weeks, in- 
dicating something of the amount of funds 
recently hoarded. 

“Cotton has gained only a sixteenth, a 
corsiderable decling and the remarkably 
heaVy movements puts the speculators for 
an advance in constant difficulties and 
yet there is all the time to be remembered 
the fapt that the crop was nearly one 
morth earlier than usual and the present 
excess of last year’s movement may be 
materially reduced hereafter. Nevertheless 
the fact appears that ndéfthern mills are 
taking much less cotton than in previous 
years a‘@i the demand for goods is evident- 
ly disappointing. It cannot be said that 
prices in this department are the hind- 
rance, for even with some recent reduction 
in quotations the sales of staple cottons 
are comparatively small. 

“Wool was and is still bought largely 
for speculation, and earlier purchasers are 
unloading on the latter, but the mills are 
not yet doing much more than in October. 
A few more have been started, but there 
is scarcely more demand apparent for 
staple goods. The boot and shoe industry 
is still hindered by the general refusal of 
dealers to pay the advanced prices demand- 
ed by manufacturers, except for the limited 
quantities which are immediately required 
and while most manufacturers are working 
on orders taken weeks ago at lower prices, 
which will keep them busy for some weeks 
to com, very little new business is coming. 
No further advance of importance has 
been made in leather, and the market 
for hides has sharply reacted, so that the

“Hardly a night passes in Chicazo that 
s0mebody is not held up by footpads, sand- 
bagged, strangled or shot and robbed, I: 
liye On Madison streét and for two months 
I have been going home before dark and 
have remained in the house until the next 
morning,. So have all my neighbors been 
dcing the same thing. Why the street car 
company took off the late cars on our line 
because people quit going out at night. Of- 
ten cars would run for a mile without a 
®fingle passenger, and as there Was no 
money in that the cars were taken off alto- 
gether, but were afterwards put back on 
because some persons who had to stay 
down town late complained about it. But 
it Was a common thing for robbers to enter 
&@ car and rob the passengers. The theat- 
rical managers said that it was hurting 
their business. There is an epidemic of 
robbery and the police have not had much 
luck in catching the highwaymen. It was 
bad all during the summer, but the situa- 
tion has grown worse since cold weather 
set in. This is probably due to the fact 
that winter has driven back to: the city 
great numbers of tramps. The fact is, 
Chicago has never gotten rid of the army 
of crooks attracted by the world's fair, 
The winter before ‘the fair opened and the 
winter after it closed were bad, but neither 
equaled the present condition. It is no 
secret that the people are demoralized. I 
sec by the papers that New York is suffer- 
ing in the same way. It is a relief to find 
a city where the police are able to hold 
this element in check and, of course, it can 
be dene much better in a small city than 
in a large one where there are sO many 
opportunities to escape.”’ 


“It looks as if the populists intend to 
defeat Senator Pritchard’s re-4leation,’’ 
said Captain Gibbons, a North Carolina 
democrat, last night. “Pritchard is a re- 
publican and was elected by the aid of pop- 
ulist voters when the populists and repub- 
licans carried our state the first time. But- 
ler got the long term and Pritchard was 
elected to fill an uncxpired term. Butler, 
who managed the populist national cam- 


paign and was so hotly roasted by .Tom, 


Watson, is dead set against Pritchard. The 
populists say that there was no agreement 
to re-elect Pritchard, and there is no doubt 
that the sentiment of the populist masses 
is against electing any one who is not a 
silver man. The republicans claim that 
they have a great many populist membefs 
of the general assembly pledged to vote for 
Pritchard, but this is denied by the popu- 
lists, who, however, admit that there may 
be some populist members who have prom- 
ised to support him. If Pritchard should 
declare himself in favor of free silver it 
would probably help him. It is reported 
that the republicans would spend $100,000 to 
elect a gold senator.’’

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JUDICIARY COMMITTEE "ACTS 
Mr. Oliver’s Bill To Make Women 

Eligible To All Offices Explained. 


AUTHOR TELLS-WHAT (T 1S INTENDED TO DO 


Makes Argument for the Gentler Sex 
and Says His. Bill Will Likely 
; , Pasg Assembly. ~

‘Librarian Reported Pavorably, > 


The special judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives has agreed upon 


a favorable report on the bill to allow wo- 


men to hold the office of state librarian. 
This is the measure known as Miss 


Dortch’s bill. | 

The committee meeting was held yester- 
day afternoon at the capitol, and. quite a 
number of prominent citizens appeared be- 
fore. the committee and urged that it be 
favorably reported. .The measure will be 
reported to the house this morning. 

The bill is the first.step towards making 
women éligfible to hold all offices not elec- 
tive by the people or the general assembly. 
It is in line with the bill introduced by Mr. 
Oliver, of Burke county, which is now 


pending before the house committee. 

Mr. Oliver ts a member of the special ju- 
diciary committee and he urged that com- 
mittee to report favorably on. the measure 
to make women eligible to hold the office 
of state librarian. Only two dissenting 
votes were cast against the bill in the 
committee. 

In: speaking of his bill to make women 
eligible to public place by allowing them to 
hold any office not elected by the people 
or the general assembly, Mr. Oliver said 
yesterday: 

“The bill introduced by myself to allow 
women in Georgia to hold office amends 
section 1656 of the code of 1882, so as to al- 
low women to hold all offices in this state 
not filled by the votes of the people or the 
genera] assembly, That part of the section 
which states that ‘females shall not have 
the elective franchise’ remains. intact. I am 
in every sense of the word opposed to al- 
lowing women the right of the ballot. I 
am certainly no woman suffragist to that 
extent. I am clearly of the opinion that 
any use of the ballot by the women of this 
atate and any other has no elevating in- 
fluences. And on the other hand, under 
my bill women will not be forced to cater 
to the wishes of the populace, or solicit 
votes, She will be protected from the evils 
of politics because she can be elected to 
no Office elected by ‘the people, or the gen- 
eral assembly. 

What Women Can Do Under Bill. 

“Under my bill women can hold any 
appointive office in this state. She ca® be 
a stenographer of the supreme court; also 
of the superior courts. She can hold the 
offices of principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary and state school commissioner. The 
state school commissioner, I am sure, will 
soon be elected by the people... And what 
southern governor possessed of the ordi- 
nary attributes of sowthern manhood would 
appoint a woman principal keeper of the 
penitentiary? If I-find serious obections to 
these provisions I.am willing for these last 
mentioned offices to be stricken and made 
exceptions. So far: [fave made no resiric- 
tions, because I want the provisions of my 
bill to be general, or as much so as possi- 
ble, 

“Under the bill women can be not only 
official stenographers, but can be members 
of the board of education, county school 
commissioners, deputy clerks of the supe- 
rior court, deputy ordinaries, clerks of the 
board of county commiss‘oners, state libra- 
rian and assistant librarian. My object in 
introducing the bill has clearly one purpose 
—to preserve intact the purity of woman, 
but to allow them while they toil to share 
in some of the honors and emoluments of 
public office. Is not this fair and right? 
Women fill places. behind our counters, in 
our counting ‘houses. They are expert 
typewriters and stenographers. They fill 
our public postoffices. Always the scene 
of their labor elevates and raises man up, 
rather than degrades the woman. Why not 
let her strive for some of the honors of 
life while she toils in public places? With- 
out invading the sacred, womanly sphere, 
my bill protects her from the evils of poli- 
tics and gives the women of our state new 
avenues of livelihood. The manhood of 
Georgia should open these avenues and 
give the women at least an equal showing 
with men. I have great encouragement 
and hope for the passage of my Dill.” 


A Woman Who Works Defends 
Her Working Sisters. 


Editor Constitution: I hear some one re- 
mark here comes another hit dog, yelping. 
“Not so.” I am counted among that most 
hated of all classes, termed business wo- 
men, who get licked so often they can't 
afford to notice them; nevertheless I am 
charitably inclined and will yelp when I see 
others imposed on, especially when called 
upon, and when I read an epithet such as 
the one in an afternoon paper last Satur- 
day headed “About Girls Who Work in 
Atlanta Stores," I generally feel called 
upon to pen my sentiments concerning such 


pepithets of apparent meaningless sympa- 


thy without even a closing word of en- 
couragement to cheer the objects of their 
pity and prove their sincerity, only with 
the regret that life is not “‘all roses’’ to all 
women. The only effect such a letter could 
have on a womam capable of appreciating 
it would be to make her feel more keenly 
the degraded and pitiful condition in which 
the writer is placed in the eyes of society, 
without even a suggestion calculated to 
remedy her deplorable condition. But I am 
happy to know that the majority of them 
are too strong minded to be thus effected. 
I am through both business and social re- 
lations personally acquainited with many 
of these women and girls, and though I 
count my friends and acquaintances among 
the wealthiest and most cultured of our 
land, I appreciate none more for purity, 
honor and virtue than those of the salesila- 
dies of Atlanta, one of which in answer to 
my inquiry for desired informaltion on my 
subject replied, “Oh, we are just sick and 
disgusted of being ‘written up as objects of 
unkindness from the men who employ us 
or manage the business in which we are en- 
gaged. That is all bosh and is as disgust- 
ing to us as it is untrue. I have been em- 
ployed as salesiady in different stores in 
Atlanta for a number. of years and there 
has never in my experience or come un- 
der my observation a Case of unkind or 
disrespectful treatment toward any wo- 
man, and I don’t believe such a thing would 
be tolerated either by the girls or the men 
with whom they are oyed. Of course, 
there may be exceptions to this rule, just 
as there are exceptions to all rules, even 
with those women who would have us sup- 
pose ‘their lives all roses. 

I tell you it is misapplied sympathy when 
bestowed on many of these women whose 
life of labor is strewn with roses as nu- 
merous and rare, I dare say, as that of 


any society belle of Atlanta. Show me a | 


woman whose life is all roses and I will 
show you a dozen working women whose 
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True, but the truth will out in 
spite of ‘all the white-washing of 
tricky advertisers, The people are 
not blind—they cannot. be buncoed 
with cheapness and trash—they 
cling to quality as their safety and 
bestow their patronage where the 
contaminating influence of worth- 
lessness has never been found.—
